Re-covering of the roof, torn 
off by wind early last month, was 
completed last week, when the 
racing meet was resumed. The 
louvres, constructed of wood cov- 
ered with asbestos, extended the 
complete length of the 350-foot 
long roof. Damage was estimated 
at $10,000. 

Workmen immediately began 
clearing the debris from _ the 
track, and management spokes- 
men said it hoped to ccnduct 


A Trans World Airlines Con- 
stellation, making its only stop 
at LambertField on a flight from 
New York to Los Angeles, was 
seriously damaged on the ground 
when it was struck by two small- 
er airplanes tossed by’ the wind. 

Fifteen of the 80 passengers 
were in the Constellation wherr it 
was hit by the other planes—a 
DC-3 owned by Edgar M. Queeny, 
board chairman of Monsanto 
Chemical Co., and another private 
plane, a twin-engine PB-1. 

The two smaller planes were 
blown 200 yards from the apron, 
where they were parked, to the 
Constellation, on a loading ramp. 
Windows of a gasoline truck also 
were smashed by one of the 
planes. 

The TWA passengers were de- 
layed until another Constellation 
could be flown here from Kan- 
sas City. 

At the airport, Bernard Martin, 
a line service man for Remmert- 
Werner, Inc., riding a tractor, 
saw Queeny’s plane swinging to- 
ward him. He jumped and, as he 
did, the tail of the plane pulled 
a pencil from his shirt pocket. 
The pencil was imbedded in the 
metal tail. 

Another TWA plane, a DC-3, 
was struck by a Beechcraft pri- 
vate plane and by a small plane 
owned by the Falstaff Brewing 
Corp. 

At McDonnell Aircraft Corp., 
on the north side of the field, a 
mobile silencer unit for jet en- 
gines operated on the ground was 
blown from its lashings and rolled 
in two sections against a Banshee 
Navy fighter plane and two au- 
tomobiles. Damage was slight. 
One section of the silencer, con- 
structed of wood, metal and rub- 
ber, was rolled several hundred 
feet by the wind. 

Plane’s Tail Blown Off. 

Four planes parked in front of 
Interstate Airmotive, Inc. hangar 
were damaged slightly. The tail 
of one single-engine plane was 
blown off and the other three 
suffered lesser damage. Brayton 
Flying Service reported one of 
its planes damaged. 

Another DC-3, owned by Sver- 
drup & Parcel, Inc., engineering 
firm, parked near Missouri Air- 
ways, Inc., was blown into a 
fence. A three-place Piper plane, 
owned by Walter Leimkiller, was 
blown over a 10-foot fence at 
the McDonnell plant, landing on 
its back.

WASHINGTON, July 2—The 
House of Representatives this 
afternoon passed the compromise 
mine safety bill and sent it to 
conference with the Senate which 
has passed a much stronger 
measure. 

The vote in the House was 185 
for the bill and 37 against it. 
There was no roll call—it was a 
standing vote called after the op- 
ponents had out-shouted the pro- 
ponents on a voice vote, although 
they were obviously fewer in 
number. 

Before the vote came Represen- 
tative Melvin Price (Dem.), East 
St. Louis, had pleaded for its 
passage. 

The bill is not as strong as that 
for which Price had pressed—nor 
as the Senate bill—but it does; 
under prescribed conditions, give 
federal inspectors the power to 
shut down mines. At present they 
are restricted to making recom- 


spectors can accept or ignore. 

Price told his colleagues that 
although the bill before the House 
is not as strong as he would have 
liked, he thought that had it been 
on the statute books the Centralia 
coal mine explosion of March 25, 
1947, in which 111 miners were 
killed, and the West Frankfort, 
Ill., explosion, in which 119 lives 
were lost last December, could 
have been prevented. 

Safety Code Violations Listed. 

Price referred to a compilation 
he had made of the safety record 
in mines of those operators, who 
have opposed federal enforce- 
ment powers, 

“This compilation reveals,” he 
said, “that federal inspection 
showed 12,171 violations of the 
federal mine safety code were 
found by the inspectors; 7435 of 
these violafions had been repeat- 
ed on one or more previous in- 
spections. 

“This means that these danger- 
ous conditions, any or all of 
which might have contributed to 
the injury or death of coal min- 
ers, and may have caused a major 
disaster; have been allowed to 
remain uncorrected for months 
or years.” 

The tabulation shows also, 
Price said, that 4915 safety im- 
provements had been made — 
about one third of the total vio- 
lations af the federal mine safety 
code found by inspectors and 
known to the operators. 

The bill is opposed chiefly by

official. : 

A formal report of the Senate 
Internal Security subcommittee 
said both Lattimore and Davies 
had testified falsely in its recent- 
ly concluded inquiry into the In- 
stitute of Pacific Relations. 

The subcommittee, under the 
chairmanship of Senator McCar- 
ran (Dem.), Nevada, spent more 
than a year investigating the 
I.P.R. in search for any Commu- 
nist influences on United States 
policy in the Far East. The I.P.R. 
describes itself: as a private re- 
search organization for study of 
the Pacific area. 

Lattimore is a John Hopkins 
University professor and a Far 
Eastern affairs specialist who has 
served as an occasional consultant 
to the State Department. Davies, 
formerly on the State Depagt- 
ment’s policy planning staff now 
is deputy political adviser to 
United States occupation authori- 
ties in West Germany. 

Inquiry Cleared Davies. 


The State Department briefly 
suspended Davies last year pend- 
ing a loyalty and security inquiry. 
It later announced he had been 
cleared and restored him to ac- 
tive duty.

DULLES PRESENTS 
FOREIGN POLY 
PLANK STRESSING 
NEED FOR CHANGE 


He Says It Is Acceptable 
to Both Taft and Eisen- 
hower and Calls for 
Major Overhaul of U.S. 


Position. 


CHICAGO, July 2 (UP)—John 
Foster Dulles said today he has 
handed Republican platform 
drafters a proposed foreign pol- 
icy plank which will outline a 
major overhaul of American in- 
ternational relations and show 
“convincingly” the need for a 
G.O.P. administration. 

Dulles, chief Republican ad- 


viser on foreign affairs, said he 
was confident the plank he out- 
lined would be acceptable to both 
Senator Robert A. Taft and Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. He indi- 
cated it will be highly critical of 
Administration handling of for- 
eign affairs since World War II. 
He. declined to say what his rec- 
ommendations were. 

Chairman Eugene D. Millikin 
of the party’s platform committee 
said a subcommittee on foreign 
policy will go into closed session 
tomorrow morning to start whip- 
ping the foreign policy plank into 
final shape. He said Dulles’s ad- 
vice had been “very valuable.” . 

Says People Want Change. 

Talking to reporters, Dulles 
said: “The people of this coun- 
try get only once in four years 
a chance to change the nation’s 
foreign policy. Therefore this is 
a critical year, because develop- 
ments since the war have not 
been good on the whole. 

“The people want a change. 
The Republican platform will 
show convincingly the reasons 
why there should be a change, 
and also will show there is some- 
thing good to change to.” 

Dulles noted that his selection 
as foréign policy adviser to the 
convention was made by Millikin 
with the approval of both Eisen- 
hower and Taft, whose divergent 
views on foreign affairs have 
given G.O.P. leaderg concern as 


to satisfy both. 

Dulles said he has talked to 
both men—though not in the last 
few days—and is not worried 
about this point.

965 U.S. CASUALTIES 
IN KOREA IN WEEK; 
TOTAL NOW 111,576 


WASHINGTON, July 2 (AP)— 
The Defense Department today 
reported the biggest weekly in- 
crease in United States casualties 
in the Korean war since last Nov. 
14. The department listed 965 
casualties in the week ended last 
Friday, including 121 killed in 
action, 782 wounded and 62 miss- 
ing. 

The casualty increase for the 
week that ended Nov. 14, 1951, 
totaled 1712 Americans. 

Most of the American casual- 
ties last week were in the Army, 
which listed 799 persons killed, 
wounded or missing in Korean 
fighting.

U.S. RATIFICATION EXPECTED 
TO SPUR ACTION ON TREATIES 


Only 5 Senators Vote Against Approval of 
European Pacts— Hickenlooper Rider 
Attached to Peace Contract.

WASHINGTON, July 2 — The 
United States has led the way for 
the West German republic to re- 
gain a limited degree of sovyer- 
eignty and for the sway of the 
North Atlantic pact to be extend- 
ed from the ine to the Elbe 
river, where 
the Western Allies: 

This was accomplished yester- 
day when the Senate voted over- 
whelmingly to ratify the West 
German peace contract and to 
bring the Bonn republic, in ef- 
fect, into the North Atlantic Trea- 
ty Organization. The vote on the 
peace contract was 77 to 5, or 15 
more than the two-thirds majority 
required, and the vote to bring 
Germany under the same security 
guarantees held by the 14 NATO 
partners was‘ 72 to 5. 

Neither of the agreementge will 
become operative until they have 
been approved by other signatory 
nations and until the six-nation 
European Defense Community 
treaty also has been ratified. The 
Administration hopes that the 
United States action will speed 
ratification of the network of 
agreements in Europe. 

It is doubtful, however, that 
the treaties will become operative 
before the end of this year at the 
earliest. - 

Restriction on President. 

Prior to the vote on the peace 
contract, the Senate approved by 
a voice vote an “interpretation” 
attached to it by Senator Hicken- 
looper (Rep.), Iowa, designed to 
prevent the President from send- 
ing any more American forces or 
equipment to Germany without 
Congressional authorization. 

The rider, which states that 
“any military implementation” of 
the treaty—except for three spe- 
cific fields defined in the-treaty 
—must have Congressional au- 
thorization, previously had been 
approved by the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee. The Senate 
defeated, 51 to 25, Hickenlooper’s 
move yesterday to attach a simi- 
lar “interpretation” to.the proto- 
col extending the North Atlantic 
Treaty.

New 6-Nation Army. 

By its votes, the Senate gave 
its inferential blessing to the new 
six-nation international army to 
Europe 
through the European Defense 
Community treaty. This treaty 
is to come into effect when rati- 
fied by the six members—France, 
Italy, Belgium, The Netherlands, 
Luxembourg and Western Ger- 
many. 

The NATO protocol ratified by 
the Senate takes in West Ger- 
many by extending the NATO 
guarantees to the EDC. All of the 
six EDC members are in NATO 
except the German republic. 

West Germany is expected to 
contribute 12 divisions and some 
air forces to the European army 
by 1954. Even more important is 
the big industrial production of 
the Ruhr. 

The peace contract is among 
the United States, Britain, 
France and West Germany. When 
it takes effect, American troops 
in Germany no longer will be on 
occupation status; but they will 
remain as a part of the NATO 
defense force. 

The only Senators who voted 
against ratification of the two 
agreements were Republicans 
Dirksen, Dworshak of Idaho, Jen- 
ner of Indiana, Langer of South 
Dakota, and Welker of Idaho.

2 Others Swim to Shore— 
Fifth Man Saved in 
Illinois River. 


Two East St. Louis men drowned 
yesterday in the Illinois river 
near Pere Marquette Park, about 
40 miles north of St. Louis, when 
their fishing boat capsized about 
125 feet from shore.

TWO CABLES FAIL, 
CAUSE SHORTAGE OF 
POWER DOWNTOWN 


Several hundred customers of 
Union Electric Co. of Missouri 
in the downtown area were with- 
out electric power for 30 to 90 
minutes today. Two of the three 
34,500-volt cables supplying power 
to the Plaza substation, Four- 
teenth street and Clark avenue, 
from the company’s power plant 
at Cahokia broke down, causing 
the power shortage. 


A company spokesman said one 
of the cables gave out about 6 
a.m. but no inconvenience was 
caused customers until after the 
second one failed about 10 a.m.

WASHINGTON, July 2 (UP)— 
Democratic Leader Ernest W. Mc- 
Farland threatened senators with 
an 18-hour session today in an 
effort to get a final vote on the 
so-called “fair trade” bill. 

The legislation stirred up one 
of the angriest debates of the 
year and upset McFarland’s tight 
timetable for cleaning up about 
12 major bills in time for Con- 
gress to adjourn Saturday for the 
political conventions, 

McFarland called the Senate 


into session at 10 a.m.—two hours 
earlier than usual—and warned 
the Senators they would be kept 
at work until 3 or 4 am. if 
necessary to coniy. te action on 
the “fair trade”: measure, which 
the House approved last month. 

Efforts to limit debate failed 
but Senator Long (Dem.), Louisi- 
ana, said that he saw no reason /| 
why the Senate could not reach 
a vote some time today,

Davies in Germany Denies Com- 
mittee’s Perjury Charge. 
BONN, Germany, July 2 (AP) 
—‘“T certainly deny allegations of 
perjury,” John P. Davies Jr., said 
today in commenting on a Sénate 
committee’s charges against him. 
Davies, deputy director of poli- 
tical affairs for the United States 
high commission here, said in 
testimony before the Senate In- 
ternal Security subcommittee.

“The two branches of Govern- 
ment,” he said, “differ in that

Avoids Mention of Truman. 

Baruch has always been ‘careful 
not to mention President Truman 
by name in placing blame for the 
failure to contro] inflation, but 
there was no mistaking his mean- 
ing when he said: 

“Take the effort ‘to abandon 
all effective price, wage and other 
controls. It is true that at the 
very outset of the emergency the 
Administration refused to use the 
power it had been granted to put 
into effect a stabilization program 
that: would be fair to all alike 
and which would have avoided 
the steel strike. It is also true 
that the Administration has con- 
tinued to play politics with sta- 
bilization ever since. .But the 
way to correct the original and 
persisting neglect is not to throw 
the nation into a wild scramble 
to profit from the emergency, 
with every man for himself and 
to the devil wtih the general in- 
terest.” , 
Perhaps because of the special 
audience, the speech was in ef- 
fect a defense of professional 
military men. Baruch’s praise 
was so high that some political 
commentators may interpret his 
remarks as an indorsement of 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower for 
President. 

Not Discussing Candidates.

Man’s Vision Personal, 
“The breadth or narrowness of 
a man’s vision depends on the 
quality of his mind, which is en- 
tirely a personal matter. Whether 
civilian or soldier, professor, doc- 
tor, worker, farmer or teacher— 
how a man will perform depends 
on his individual traits, upon his 
ability to adapt himself to new 
situations and to organize new 
problems, upon his skill in han- 
dling and inspiring other men— 
above ail upon the integrity of 
his character. These and other 
qualities are important in carry- 
ing through any task. They must 
be sought and weighed in terms 
of the individual, not in terms of 
sweeping, misleading generaliza- 
tions regarding a whole profes- 
sion, race or creed. 

“I resent—and oppose—any ef- 
fort to reduce the military to sec- 
ondary citizenship, as I would any 
effort to impose secondary cit- 
izenship on anyone because of oc- 
cupation, race, color or creed.” 
On more general subjects, 
Baruch said the American people 
are now “in the throes of a tor- 
menting, frustrating readjustment 
from war to peace to cold war. 
“Today there is no peace,” he 
said. “As far into the future as 
we dare to look, we cannot see an 
end to-this nightmare attrition of 
neither war nor peace. Even as 
we adjust to this state of half 
war, we resent the changes being 
forced upon us; we unloose our 
frustrations on the administrators 
of these unpopular programs. 
“Currently we are even witness- 
ing something akin to a revolt 
against rearming, with many of 
our, political leaders crying that 
we are doing too much, when ac- 
tually we are doing too little.” . 
That may have been a jab at 
Senator Taft, who has said he 
would reduce military, expendi- 
tures. 
Speaking directly to the gradu- 
ates, Baruch gave them this ad- 
vice,.in the hope that the civilian 
authorities, which must have the: 
final decision, will have the bene- 
fit of candid and impartial mili- 
tary information: . 
“First, you must state the risks 
of war which threaten as you see 
them, without trimming your 
findings to fit the conveniences 
of our political leaders or to wish- 
thinking: De not fall into the 
habit of frightening the people 
one day and reassuring them the 
next, even while the risk remains 
the same. 
“Second, you must overcome 
the differences which still persist 
among the services and arrive at 
a single, unified strategy embrac- 
ing our entire military establish- 
ment. We must have genuine 
unification of the armed services. 
Each of you must learn to think 
through your assigned missions, 


not simply in terms of the service 


to which you belong, but as parts 
of a common strategy . 

“Third, you must learn to 
weigh the economic costs of what 
you do and to reduce that cost. 
The longer the cold war persists, 
the more important it becomes 
that we get a full dollar's worth

WASHINGTON, July 2 — The 
Senate Permanent Investigations 
subcommittee, which held hear- 
ings last April on the $25,000 fee 
paid to James A. Waechter, St. 
Louis lawyer-politician, to expe- 
dite a surplus property deal at 
Jefferson Barracks, :today intro- 
duced a three-pronged bill aimed 
at imposing penalties for such ac- 
tivities in the future. 
Senator Clyde R. Hoey (Dem.), 
North Carolina, and all other 
members of the subcommittee 
joined in introducing: the bill, 
which would penalize anyone who 
gets paid for even attempting to 
use improper influence, anyone 
who solicits payment in behalf of 
another person on the representa- 
tion that he can use such influ- 
ence, and anyone who makes a 
payment for use of such influ- 
ence, 
As applied to the Jefferson 
Barracks case, such a law, if 
those involved were found guilty 
of violating it, would have pro- 
vided a penalty of two years in 
prison and a fine of $5000 in the 
case of Waechter, who got the 
money. 
It would have imposed the 
Same penalty on Lee B. Schu- 
macher, St. Louis . metallurgist 
with political connections who 
recommended Waechter’s em- 
ployment if he had been found 
guilty and it would have required 
Kenneth Baker or his firm, J. D. 
Streett & Co., to pay the Gov- 
ernment three times what they 
paid Waechter, or $75,000, 

Fee for Informer. 
There is also a provision in the 
bill for payment of 10 per cent 
of the amount recovered to any- 
one who gives original informa- 
tion to the Department of Justice 
leading to action to recover the 
money. 
In an- interim report filed 
today, the subcommittee recited 
details of the Jefferson Barracks 
deal as they have been reported 
in the Post-Dispatch and then 
concluded evidence was clear that 
. D. Streett, & Co. through 
Baker, paid the $25,000 to Waech- 
ter for influence he could “osten- 
sibly” exert. 
It was evident also, the sub- 
committee reported, that Schu- 
macher convinced Baker he could 
not expect to. acquire the Jeffer- 
son Barracks property without 
Waechter’s influence, and that 
Waechter performed no legal ser- 
vices for the fee he received. 
“As a matter of fact,” the 
unanimous report said, “the evi- 
dence revealed that the J. D.

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HOUSE REPORT LAYS KATYN 
MASSACRE TO THE RUSSIANS 


Committee Says 1940 Killings Were on 
Pattern. Now Observed in Korea, Urges 
Investigation by U.N. 


WASHINGTON, July 2 (AP)—A 
congressional committee officially 
charged Russia today with killing 
15,000 Polish officers 12 years ago 
and said the massacre “may well 
have been a blueprint for Korea.” 

The committee reported to the 
House on a six months’ investiga- 
tion into the murder of Polish of- 
ficers in Katyn forest, Western 
Russia, in 1940. 

The report urged that the find- 
ings be forwarded to the United 


Nations for appropriate action 


against the Russians in the Gen- 
eral Assembly and before the 
World Court. It also recommended 
that the President instruct the 
United States delegation to seek 
the creation of an international 
commission to investigate “other 
mass murders and crimes against 
humanity.” 

Chairman Madden (Dem.) In- 
diana, of the special investigat- 
ing committee told a press con- 
ference that Congress next ses- 
sion “should seriously consider” 
a similar investigation of atroci- 
ties against allied troops in Ko- 
rea, 

Same Pattern in Korea. 

The committee reported a 
“striking similarity between what 
happened to the Polish officers 
in Katyn and the events now tak- 
ing place in Korea.” The group 
heard 81 witnesses in this coun- 
try and Europe and studied depo- 
sitions from one hundred others 
on the Katyn episode. 

“We unanimously agree that 
this committee would be remiss 
in its duty to the American peo- 
ple and the free people of the 
world,” the report said, “if it 
failed to point out that the iden- 
tical evasions by the Soviets to 
the Polish Government while the 
Poles were searching for. their 
15,000 missing officers in 1941, 
appear again in the delaying tac- 
tics now being used by the Com- 
munists in Korea.” 

Representative O’Konski (Rep.) 
Wisconsin, a committee member, 
first disclosed details of the re- 
port. He said Communist methods 
in Korea duplicated practices un- 
covered in the Katyn massacre in 
two ways. 

Method of Killing. 
He said one was the method of 
killing the victim, The second, 
he said, was the “run-around” at 


the Panmunjom truce negotia- 
tions over the whereabouts of 
missing U.N. troops. 

The Polish officers disappeared 
in 1940 from Russian prison 
camps. Three years later German 
authorities discovered crude 
graves .at Katyn forest from 
which 4258 bodies were exhumed. 

The Nazis immediately charged 
the Russians were responsible. 
Moscow replied that the Germans 
had killed the Poles after cap- 
turing the Smolensk area. 

O’Konski said all of the com- 
mittee’s evidence confirmed Rus- 
sian guilt. Witnesses included a 
former, Polish soldier who ap- 

peared in a mask, to hide his 
identity, and who testified he saw 
some of the shootings. 

The Polish officers had their 
hands tied in a distinctive man- 
per behind their backs and most 
of them were shot in the head. 
O’Konski said this technique has 
been used against Americans in 
Korea. 

The report, he said, mentions 
that Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway 
reported to the United States re- 
cently 8000 Americans might have 
been atrocity victims and more 
than 60,000 South Korean soldiers 
are still missing.

65 ASSEMBLYMEN 
HUNTED BY POLICE 
IN SOUTH KOREA 


PUSAN, Korea, July 2 (UP)— 
South Korean police searched to- 
day for 65 National Assemblymen 
whose continued absence from 
the Assembly has prevented pas- 
sage of constitutional changes 


sought by President Syngman 
Rhee. 

The police search was ordered 
at the request of a minority of 
Assemblymen attending today’s 
session. Only 86 Assemblymen 
were present, six short of a work- 
ing quorum, and less than half 
voted in favor of the search. 

Forty Assemblymen have been 
boycotting the sessions and 25 
others are missing or hiding in 
fear of arrest. All are Rhee’s po- 
litical opponents. Their absence 
has prevented the Assembly from 
amending the Constitution to per- 
mit the Korean people, instead 
of the Assembly, to elect their 
new President. 

Rhee issued a statement today 
assuring Assemblymen they would 
not be arrested if they appeared, 
but it had no effect. Rhee also 
assured presidential candidates 
they have no reason to fear ar- 
rest. Fourteen Assemblymen have 
been arrested in recent weeks. 

Gen. James A. Van Fleet, 
United States Eighth Army com- 
mander, arrived tonight to con- 
fer with Rhee. It will be the sec- 
ond time they have discussed the 
Korean political crisis.

Sweden delivered another sharp 
protest note to Russia today and 
icharged the Reds shot down a 
isecond Swedish plane over the 
open Baltic. 

Flatly rejecting three earlier 
Russian notes on Baltic shoot- 
ing incidents, Sweden declared it 
would take recourse to interna- 
tional procedures to establish the 
facts and the legal consequences 
if Russia continues to insist on its 
version. Russia has insisted the 
planes flew over Soviet terri- 
torial waters. 

The note also stoutly main- 
tained Sweden’s rights in interna- 
tional waters of the Baltic in 
these words: 

“Swedish military aircraft are 
of course entirely free to fly 
over the free sea and will in 
the future, as hitherto, make use 
of this right. 

“Soviet military forces cannot, 
any more than the military forces 
of any other country, claim the 
right to exercise sovereignty in 
such waters over aircraft of an- 
other nationality.” 

Until today, the Swedes had 
charged only that Soviet fighters 
on June 16 had shot down an un- 
armed Catalina flying boat carry- 
ing a crew of seven. Two of the 
crewmen were wounded but all 
were saved. 

The Russians said the flying 
boat flew over Russian territorial 
waters and opened fire first at 
the Soviet fighters.

It has been estimated that Mis- 
souri has more than 80,000 farm 
ponds, 40,000 of which have been 
built according to state and fed- 
eral specifications. These speci- 
fications were worked out by the 
Conservation Commission techni- 
cians, in co-operation with the 
Soil Conservation Service and the 


State Agricultural Extension Serv- 
ice. The ponds built according to 
approved sepcifications are eligi- 
ble for conservation payments by 
the P.M.A. 


Approved ponds are built ac- 
cording to standard specifications 
of watershed ratios, minimum 
depths, dam slopes,, spillway 
widths and the ponds must be 
fenced. A pipe from a filter in 
the pond furnishes fresh water 
for the stock to a watering tank 
below the fence. Such ponds are 
called “multipurpose” ponds be- 
cause of their many uses. Wild- 
life is attracted to these ponds 
from a wide area. Migratory birds 
often use them for a resting and 
feeding place, and raccoon and 
mink feed on frogs and insect 
life around the pond’s edges. 
Muskrats must be trapped and 
kept away from the embankments 
due to their habit of burrowing 
their tunnel dens and thereby 
causing serious leaks in the pond 
structure. Quail use the heavy 
cover of the embankments which 
are often planted with Korean les- 
pedeza—a favorite quail food. 
Bicolor and sericea lespedeza are 
often planted adjacent to the bet- 
ter ponds to provide food and 
cover for wildlife. 

Recreation for the farmer and 
his friends is more and more be- 
coming an important asset to rural 
life. Picnicking, swimming, fish- 
ing and hunting provide an es- 
cape from the arduous tasks that 
confront the farmér in these days 
of stepped-up production. After 
the day’s work is done, a picnic 

esket can be packed, swim suits 
donned, and fishing tackle car- 
ried along, and the entire family 
is provided a few hours of recrea- 
tion any late afternoon which 
they may choose. These pond 
areas also provide a picturesque 
spot for the entertainment of 
urban visitors. The ponds must 
be fished with regularity if best

Marks in 
5 Events 


TULARE, Calif., July 2 (AP)— 
Decathlon King Bob Mathias leads 
the way into the final five events 
of the 1952. declathlon tonight, 
already far -ahead of his own 
brillant feats in a drive toward 
the Olympic games, his second 
straight triump in this interna- 
tional battle and his fourth na- 
tional championship. 

‘ Tonight the handsome, 6-foot-2, 
200-pound pride of Tulare and. 
Stanford University bids fair to 
out-shine even his marks of last 
night, when he surpassed every- 
thing he had ever done before in 
the gruelling declathcn competi- 
tion. Mathias was better in the 
100 meters, the broad jump, the 
shot put, the high jump and the 
400-meter dash. 

Tonight he competes in the 
high hurdles, the discus, the pole 
vault, javelin and 1500-meter run. 
And his big events are the hur- 
dles and discus. 

Mathias racked up 4394 points, 
160 points more than he scored 
in his record-breaking perform- 
ance in 1950 at the halfway 
mark. And since 1950, the scor- 
ing system has been revised, gen- 
erally downward. His 1948 Olym- 
pic halfway mark was only 3848 
points. 

Mathias’s closest rival is Mil- 
ton Campbell, a high school sen- 
sation in the East, from Plain- 
field, N.J.. who scored 4192 
points, 222 points behind the 
champion. 

Trailing behind in the bid for 
the three places on the United 
States decathlon team are Bill 
Albans, Los Angeles Athletic 
Club, at 4109; Floyd Simmons, 
also cf the L.A.A.C., 3830, and 
Bill Miller, Navy Olympics from 
Arizona State at Tempe, 3712. 
Two of the seeded 12 athletes, 
Billy Anderson and Jim Cooke, 
both of the United States Army, 
dropped out with muscle injuries. 
Campbell, an 18-year-old all- 
around track and football star, 
was the main surprise, but the 
big show for the home town fans 
who crowded nearly 6000 strong 
into the Tulare Union High 
School Stadium, was Tulare’s 
Bob. 

Mathias started out with 0:10.8 
in the 100-meter dash, better than 
his 0:10.9 two years ago. He 
broad jumped 23 feet 5% inches, 
and put the shot 49-10%, improv- 
ing his 1950 marks of 23-33%, and 
47-644. He ran the 400 meters 
in 0:50.8, improving his old time 
in the decathlon of 0:51. His 4394

NEW YORK, July 2 (UP) — 
Three basketball fixers were sent 
to jail by Judge Saul Streit to- 
day as he began sentencing a 
total of 11 men convicted of brib- 
ing college players. 

Angrily denouncing collegiate 
“commercialism” as well as the 
actual fixers, the judge called for 
state laws making it a criminal 
offense to recruit college athletes. 


The first three to face the 
judge and get, jail terms were 
Joseph Benintende, who got four 
to seven years;-Jack West, who 
got two to three years, and Jacob 
Rubenstein, who got two anda 
half to five years, All are from 
New York. , 

The judge lashed the Sibes for 
‘murdering the reputation of ath- 
letes, breaking the hearts of their 
families and destroying the faith 
of the fans.” But he added that 
the colleges are also to blame 
fer commercialism and warned 
that “the next. scandal” may be 
the last if there is no cleanup. 


He said commercialism was to. 


“A new state 
statute should be enacted in each 
state making it a criminal offense 
to subsidize athletes.” 

“When the iext scandal breaks,” 
he said, “the shock will be great- 
er, the blame more severe and 
the public disgust more intense.

‘Gompany Says Proposal 
on Union Shop Is ‘Sub- 
stantially Same’ as One 
Rejected Earlier. 


CLEVELAND, July 2 (UP) 
The CIO United Steel Workers 
Union offered today to settle its 
strike against Republic Steel 


Corp. along the lines of an agree- 
ment reached by the Pittsburgh 
Steel Co., but the president of 
Republic saw “no area of compro- 
mise.” 

William F. Donovan, union dis- 
trict director, said that “if the 
union shop is the only issue, as 
the steel companies claim, we are 
offering them a contract which 
leaves the door open for new em- 
ployes to withdraw.” 

The union came to terms last 
Friday with the Pittsburgh Steel 
Co., on an .interim agreement 
which provides for a 12% cent 
hourly increase, retroactive to 
April 1, improved fringe benefits 
‘and a modified union shop. 

The agreed-on union shop in 
that contract provides that old 
employes who are not USW mem- 
bers can continue to stay out of 
the union, but that all new work- 
ers must join, with the right to 
withdraw from the union between 
the twentieth and thirtieth day 
of employment. 

Company Position Unchanged. 

A Republic Steel spokesman 
said the Pittsburgh Steel settle- 
ment was “substantially the 
same” as the one offered the 
Big Six companies through Beth- 
lehem and which was turned 
down by the major producers. 

The spokesman said also that 
Republic “does not consider this 
any new offer.” Republic, third 
largest producer in the nation, 
has 58,000 empldyes. 

Charles M. White, Republic’s 
president, said that the company’s 
position on the union shop de- 
mands has not been changed. 

White had sent a telegram to 
Acting Defense Mobilizer John R. 
Steelman late yesterday that his 
company would not back down on 
the union shop issue. 

White warned Steelman that a 
parallel strike in the great iron 
ore mines of Minnesota is becom- 
ing “disastrous.” He said. if the 
iron ore strike continues there 

will be no possible chance of the 
resulting ore shortage being made 
up by all-rail shipments. Much of 
the ore is shipped over navigable 
waters in th summer months. 

“If we are in the midst of a 
shooting war next winter, this ore 
loss would be disastrous,” White 
added. 

Above-Ceiling Price Seen. 

Informed sources said today the 
steel industry can count on get- 
ting an over-the-ceiling price 
boost when the steel strike is 
settled — no matter what Price 
Stabilizer Ellis Arnall says to the 
contrary. 

They said the steel companies 
almost certainly will get the 
$4.50-a-ton increase already of- 
fered to them informally, and 
perhaps more if they make a 
strong case. The final decision on 
a price boost is up to Steelman. 

Arnall repeated yesterday that 
he would approve only the $3-a- 
ton steel price hike permitted 
under the so-called ‘“Capehart” 
amendment. He stated flatly that 
he would not allow a $5.50 boost 
for the Weirton Steel Co., Weir- 
ton, W. Va., which made the in- 
dustry’s first application for an 
over-ceiling boost after negotiat- 
ing a wage settlement. 


Companies Reject Offer. 

The price dispute was a major 
factor leading to the 31-day-old 
steel walkout. Th industry in- 
sisted that it needed considerably 
more than $3 in price increases 
to pay the 26-cent-an-hour “pack- 
age” pay boost recommended by 
the Wage Stabilization Board. 

Mobilization officials then of- 
fered the industry a $4.50-a-ton 
.price boost, but the companies 
turned this down. 

Arnall described the offer as 
an attempt to “buy off the steel 
strike,” and said it would not be 
repeated if he could help it. 
Other officials said privately the 
strik,” and said it would no be 
offer was “still on the table.” 

Arnall’s immediate boss, Eco- 
nomic Stabilizer Roger L. Put- 
nam, said recently that the steel 
eompanies would get “friendly 
and sympathetic” treatment when 
they come in for a price hike.

Small Firms Negotiating. 

Meanwhile, the union was re- 
ported negotiating with smaller 
steel firms in a continuing effort 
to drive a wedge between the 
companies and force the major 
companies to settle. Many smaller 
firms have already settled, accept- 
ing a modified union shop, the 
big hitch to an industry-wide 
agreement.

“Doctors 
Report Roosevelt Has Serious 
Wound” was the Post-Dispatch 
banner and the Republic re- 
ported: “Roosevelt Shot by Assas- 
sin and Badly Wounded in 
Chest.” Stories told how Roose- 
velt went ahead and gave his 
speech anyway. 

A less serious note was also out 
on page one: “Giants Win 11-4 
to Tie Series.” Also found was 
a copy of the Swift Arrow, a 
house organ, and a list of em- 
ployes’ signatures. They will be 
replaced in the ball, along with 
current St. Louis newspapers so 
posterity can look back and see 
what was happening in July 1952.

AN INVESTIGATION 
OF GERM CHARGES 


Russian Says U.N. Bowed 


Invite 
and Chinese to Testify. 


By ALVIN H. GOLDSTEIN

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y., July 
2—Jacob A. Malik says Russia 
will veto any move by the Security 
Council to launch an impartial 
investigation of Red Chinese and 
North Korean charges that United 
Nations troops waged bacterial 


warfare in Korea. 

The United States has de- 
manded the inquiry. Malik made 
his threat. yesterday after the 
council denied his request that 
emissaries of the enemy Com- 
munist governments be invited to 
participate in the U.N. debate. 
His opponents, including virtu- 
ally every member of the council, 
argued that the council should 
hear evidence before determining 
whether the complaining nations 
should be asked to attend. 


Malik told the council he would 
not participate in any discussion 
of the Korean war unless the bel- 
-ligerents were at hand to speak 
their pieces. He added, sarcas- 
tically, he wanted the matter set- 
tled not the American way but 
the international way. 

It would be wrong, he said, for 
the council not to hear both sides 
and to limit itself to “the Ameri- 
can side.” If the invitation were 
not extended, the debate would 
be “unilateral, lop-sided,” he con- 
tended. To discuss the item in 
the absence of representatives of 
countries which had made “seri- 
ous international charges” was 
quite “impossible,” he added. 

Malik said the United States 
was following the tactic initiated 
at the beginning of the aggres- 
sion in Korea. It imposed its 
“version” on the U.N. and pre- 
vented the other side from being 
heard, he declared. 

Gross on ‘Hate Campaign.’ 


Ernest A. Gross, United States, 
reminded the council that the 
germ warfare charges were only 
part of a big Soviet “hate” cam- 
paign now underway, which the 
U.N. would do well to watch close- 
ly. Whatever the basic motives 
behind the campaign, he said, one 
fact was clear: The campaign 
stripped and exposed the lie that 
the Soviet Union was interested 
only in world peace and the im- 
provement of international rela- 
tions. 

“Recently, in the official news- 
paper of the presidium of the 
Supreme Soviet, Izvestia, there 
was a front page editorial which 
carried a message of hatred to the 
peoples of the Soviet Union,” 
Gross said. ‘‘The very violence of 
the language is almost incredible. 

“Speaking on behalf of the So- 
viet Government, Izvestia tells the 
Russian people that the U.N. 
forces in Korea have tortured 
prisoners with red hot irons and 
forced them to sign so-called 
‘treasonable’ statement# in their 
own blood. 

‘Sinister Indeed.’ 

‘It is sinister indeed that a 
modern government, of the size 
and power of the Soviet Union, 
should be feeding its citizens on 
such raw poison. In the campaign, 
truth is the first casualty of a 
calculated policy of state. 

“We do not know where this 
policy of hate will lead the Soviet 
Government. We do know that 
the United Nations and the world 
as a whole must be vigilant and 
alert to its effects. For it is a 
revolt against the fundamental 
purpose of the charter to develop 
friendly relations among nations. 

“An impartial commission. of 
investigation is the only means 
of Zetting to the bottom of these 
charges. If what we say about 
the campaign of hate is not true, 
the Soviet Government can show 
us up. We propose an impartial 
investigation. If they reject the 
investigation, they wreck the cam- 
paign for then they confess to 
the world they know the charges 
will not bear the light of day.”

NEW YORK, July 2 (AP). 


OL. Nikolai Zabotin leaned back in his swivel chair and beamed 
at the message on the desk before him. 
“Well, Vasily,” he purred to Lt, Col. Rogov, his aide, ‘‘I have 


nothing to be afraid of now, when I go back to Moscow.” 


Zabotin was military attache 


of the Soviet mission‘in Ottawa. 


On his desk was a message from 


“The Director,” chief of Soviet | 
Russia’s military intelligence. 
Dated late in 1945, it was full of 
congratulations, and the director 
had added: “I wish you further 
success in your honorable work.” 

It informed Zabotin he had 
been awarded the Order of the 
Red Star and the Order the 
Red Banner, Moscow’s gifts to 
men who do exceptional organiza- 
tion work. 

Zabotin had indeed done an 
excellent job. The organization 
set up and directed by him, under 
cover of diplomatic status in a 
nation which even then was fight- 
ing on Russia’s side in the war, 
revealed the pattern of a vast in- 
ternational spy ring which may 
yet be regarded as the most suc- 
cessful espionage operation in his- 
tory. 

The Canadian operation was not 
fsolated. It was closely linked 
with operations in the United 
States, in Britain, and even in 
Sweden, where its activities are 
still coming to light. 

Directed from Moscow. 

Its discovery—when the Soviet 
embassy code clerk, Igor Gou- 
zenko, defected in Ottawa— 
showed that Stalin’s secret army 
abroad was directed from a build- 
ing at Znamensky 19 in Moscow, 
headquarters of the Soviet army’s 
general intelligence. 

In 1946 Canadian disclosures 
provide the thread which can be 
followed to the operations of atom 
scientist Klaus Fuchs in Britain, 
to the ring operating in the 
United States and even to the 
one operating in Sweden. 

What Gouzenko disclosed sent 
10 persons to prison. Among them 
was Dr. Alan Nunn May, British 
atom scientist captured in London 
in 1946 and tried there for his 
activities in the Canadian ring. 
He got 10 years. 

The activities of May and the 
others were organized in the spe- 
cial sections of the Soviet em- 
bassy mission. The royal commis- 
sion’s investigators said Ambassa- 
dor Zarubin was not directly in- 
volved, but in 1946, when Canada 
put the heat on the Soviet spies, 
Zarubin was withdrawn and as- 
signed to London. Now, as he is 
leaving London to. become Sta- 
lin’s ambassador in Washington, 
a new spy story has broken, in- 
volving the contacts of a young 
foreign office radio operator with 
an attache of the London Soviet 
embassy. 

Case of Klaus Fuchs. 

It was not until four years after 
the Canadian ring ‘was broken 
that British and American au- 
thorities uncovered the activities 
of Klaus Fuchs, who has been 
called the deadliest spy in his- 
tory. Fuchs, a cog in the vast 
international Soviet spy machine, 
supplies a link between the Cana- 
dian ring and those in the United 
States and Sweden. ; 

Fuchs was a naturalized Briton 
who had been a member of the 
Communist party in his native 
Germany before he left there in 
1932. In 1940 Britain sent him to 
Canada for safekeeping as an 
enemy alien. He was released in 
1942, returned to London, and 
got his British citizenship. Author- 
ities believe he had become a 
Soviet agent in 1939, instructed 
to work his way. up in the British 
atomic energy program. 

Fuchs spent thirty fruitful 
months in the United States, as 
a trusted member of Britain’s 
official A-bomb mission, picking 
up the most secret of information 
at Los Alamos, N.M., and Oak 
Ridge, Tenn. 

On New York’s East Side, in 
Boston and at other places in the 
United States, Fuchs made con- 
tact with the Soviet agents, to 
turn over information he had re- 
ceived. 
through Britain and through the 
Swedish ring of spy-couriers to 
Moscow. 

One of the errand boys in the 
United States was Harry Gold, 
born Golodnitsky of Russian par-

entage. He was a chemical re- 
searcher from ‘Philadelphia and 
had been in the courier serv - 
of the: Communists since 1 
Gold was assigned his task by “; 
agent from the Canadian ‘ring, 
who kept him “in the net”—the 
Russian. expression for the spy 
service—by repeated threats to 
expose him. 

One day in 1944, even as Ameri- 
cans were dying as allies of the 
Russians in Europe, Gold was 
ealled in by a Soviet agent and 
told he had a big job to do. He 
was to deliver the atam secrets 
obtained in the United States by 
Fuchs. Gold delivered six pack- 
ets, meeting Fuchs at various ren- 
dezvous. 


After the arrest of Fuchs, now 
serving fourteen years in Britain, 
Gold was seized in Philadelphia. 
He confessed and got thirty years. 

The trial led to David Green- 
glass, United States Army ser- 
geant stationed at Los Alamos 
and rated among the top secret 
Soviet agents in the United States. 
He turned state’s evidence to 
avoid the death penalty, and 
helped impose it on his own sis- 
ter, Ethel Rosenberg, and her hus- 
band, Julius, now in Sing Sing 
death house. Greenglass got off 
with fifteen years. 


Also caught up in the dragnet 
was Morton Sobell, radar expert, 
who helped the Rosenbergs re- 
cruit atom spies. Turned over by 
Mexican authorities after he tried 
to flee the country, Sobell,. like 
Gold, got a thirty-year sentence. 
Many smaller fry also were 
caught. 


Spying for Sweden. 


The scene shifts to Sweden. 

There, one night, Fala Fisken got 
drunk. That one-too-many. caused 
Johan Fritiof Enbom, 33, to be- 
come a bit loose-tongued, arous- 
ing the suspicions of a young 
Swedish student who went to the 
authorities. | 
What the police found shocked 
Sweden. 
Enbom, known underground as 
Fala Fisken, or “Shady Fish,” 
made his headquarters at Boden, 
northern Sweden, not far from 
an underground fortress the neu- 
tral Swedes built against the pos- 
sibility of Soviet aggression from 
the direction of Finland. 

Enbom’s ring reported regu- 
larly to the Soviet mission in 
Stockholm, using correspondents 
of the Soviet news agency. Tass 
as contact men. He headed a 
group whose tasks included a re- 
lay for dispatches sent from Lon- 
don by way of Narvik, Norway. 
Fuchs’s information was chan- 
nelled by this route. 

At the same time Enbom, the 
rest of his group and his girl 
friend, Lilian Ceder, sold the 
| Russians much information about 
Sweden’s defenses and plans to 
meet the possibility of a war 
emergency. 

This disclosure a month ago 
was the second big spy shock 
for Sweden in a short time. Last 
autumn, Ernst Hilding Anders- 
son, an engineer in the Swedish 
army now serving life imprison- |™ 
ment as a spy, confessed to sell- 
ing secrets of Sweden’s arma- 
ments and defenses. That infor- 
mation was turned over to N. P. 
Orlov, a Soviet embassy attache, 
who subsequently had to leave 
the country. 

Andersson, who described him- 
self as a Communist believing in 
Moscow above all else, had direct 
contacts with Victor Anissimov, a 
Tass correspondent who turned 
out to be & member of Soviet 
Politburo member Lavrenty Be- 
ria’s secret police.

Air Reinforcements | 
To Korea to Meet New Red Threat | 


Bie “Buildup ‘in “Number ‘a Jet Fighters 
Follows Disquieting Signs of Overt- 
Russian Moves in War.

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WASHINGTON, July 2. 


MERICAN Air Forces in Korea are receiving massive reinforce- 
ments of jet fighters and fighter bombers. The planned rein- 
forcement will increase the over-all strength by nearly 40 per 


cent and the strength in jet planes by an even higher percentage. 


This great effort is a response 
to a corresponding reinforcement 
of the Communist air force above 
the Yalu. Until recently, the Com- 
munist air units in a position to 
participate in the Korean fighting 
were estimated to number 2000 
aircraft, with .1000 jet fighters. 


1In recent weeks, at least 200 and 


more probably 300, new jet fight- 
ers have been added to this Com- 
munist force. 


The strengthening of the Com- 
munist air force has been accom- 
panied by other signs even more 
disquieting. 


“The Russians.” it fs said by 
those who will discuss the subject 
at all, “are taking a far more 
overt part.” 


Reports are circulating that the 
Communist air force in the Ko- 
rean theater now includes Rus- 
sian ‘units which have not gone 
through the significant formality 
of having their insignia painted 
over. Other reports suggest the 
appointment of an over-all Soviet 
air commander. While the form of 
this more overt Soviet participa- 
tion is not precisely defined, the 
fact is undisputed. 

There are several different 
ways to measure the potential im- 
portance of these developments, 

The Under Secretary of the Air 
Force, Roswell Gilpatrick, the act- 
ing chief of air staff, Gen. Nathan 
Twining, and the Air Force fight- 
er commander, Gen. Roger Ra- 
mey, have just left for Korea for 
a personal inspection of the front 
line situation. A party of this 
character would hardly have been 
sent out unless serious concern 
were felt. 

Again, the reinforcement of 
our Korean air units has in turn 
necessitated disturbing changes 
in other priorities. 

To muster the necessary F-86s 
and F-84s, plans for strengthen- 
ing the Strategic Air Command 
and equipping the NATO forces 
in Europe have had to be read- 
justed. Such. schedules as these 
would hardly have been altered, 
if the position in Korea were not 
causing real worry. 

All this does not mean, of 
course, that new trouble in Korea 
is now to be regarded as a cer- 
tainty or even as a probability. 
So far as is shown, the rein- 
forcements of the Communist air 


power do not yet include jet 
fighter bombers. With really fast 
fighter bombers, the Communists 
could make a pretty fair stab at 
neutralizing the American for- 
ward airfields in the Seoul area, 
but with the obsolete medium 
bombers which they now possess, 
the Communists will have the 
odds heavily against them in any 
such attempts. 


Again, there 1s the curiously 
conflicting character of other evi- 
dence. Take, for example, two 
reports sent in recent months by 
the recently transferred Indian 
ambassador to Peiping, Sardar 
M. Panikkar. | 


In one, he quoted a high Chi- 
nese Communist official as say- 
ing that “When the tigress has 
its paw in the trap, you. do not 
let it go.” The implication was, 
obviously, that the Chinese Com- 
munists feared the United States 
and thought it wise to keep this 
country continuously involved in 
Korea. This would rule out both 
a Korean settlement and a risky 
intensification of the Korean 
fighting. 

On the other hand, when the 
truce negotiations broke down, 
Panikkar sent another and seem- 
ingly contradictory . report. It 
will be recalled that the cause 
of the breakdown was the un- 
expectedly large number of Chi- 
nese and North ‘Koreans voting 
against repatriation. When-~ the 
breakdown happened, Panikkar 
relayed a seemingly authoritative 
Chinese suggestion that we com- 
promise by keeping the North 
Korean prisoners and sending 
back the Chinese. 

As the Chinese prisoners had 
voted almost 3 to 1 against going 
home, forcibly driving them back 
to their fate was rather.too steep 
a rise above principle, yet the 
Chinese proposal looked like 
proof of a genuine desire to end 
the Korean hostilities. 

In short, anyone who seeks to 
forecast the future in Korea (or 
in Berlin and several other places 
for that matter) is urdertaking 
an impossible assignment; but by 
the same token, anyone who pre- 


tends that there is not serious.

But in the case OQ teuials and 
plants; the rigid inspection and 
quarantine imposed on the import 
of animals and plants has kept the 
United States free from many 
plant and animal diseases that are 
prevalent in other parts of the 
world, As a consequence, our live- 
stock and food crops are suscepti- 
ble to many serious diseases which 
could be introdyced surreptitious- 


y. 
Mobility Could Aid Spread. 
The mobilitysef our livestock 
industry ‘makes .{¢- possible for a 
damaging animal disease, once in- 
troduced, to. spread rapidly 
throughout the country. Our: ani- 
mals are moved widely and freely 
over the country, from the West- 
ern ranges to Mid-western feed- 
lots, and to large stockyards. 
Most of the diseases listed as 
potential “weapons of biological 
warfare infect both men and ani- 
mals. They are normally transmis- 
sible from animals t@ men and 
constitute one of the major’ un- 
solved problems of communicable 
disease control in- public health 
today. Such biological warfare 
agents include brucellosis, psitta- 
cosis, Q fever, tularémia, plague 
and anthrax. Some of the organ- 
isms of this ah ean produce 
infection through the air. Brucel- 
losis, anthrax and hog cholera al- 
ready are present in this country. 
The various animal diseases 
most frequently mentioned for 
use as biological warfare agents 
against domestic animals, and for- 
eign to this country, are foot-and- 
mouth disease, rinderpest, teschen 
disease of swine, fowl plague and 
Newcastle disease. Several of 
these diseases are widely spread 


throughout the world. Some have 


gained entrance into the United 
States in the past, but have been 
stamped out. Some have never 
appeared in this country. 


U. 8. Planning Defense. 


Rinderpest, with a mortality of 
75 to 90 per cent, is one of the 
most devastating diseases of cat- 
tle. Foot-and-mouth disease is 
highly communicable and affects 
all cloven-hoof animals. It causes 
great reduction in milk and meat 
production. Teschen disease is a 
serious problem in several Euro- 
pean countries. 

It is possible for man to alter 
the characteristics of a micro-or- 
ganism and obtain variants which 
do not respond to established 
methods of treatment. This is a 
possibility which is not being 
overlooked in the defensive plans 
of the Bureau of Animal Hiis- 
bandry of the Department: of Ag- 
riculture.' There is also the pose 
sibility of using several variants 
of the same disease to make de- 
velopment of anti-toxins more 
difficult. 

The surreptitious introduction 
into this country: of plant and ani- 
mal disease-producing agénts is 
not difficult in view. of the Com- 
munist network of couriers and 
agents in this hemisphere, To be 
successful, the infection would 
have to be widely scattered 
throughout the country. This 
could be done simultaneously by 
saboteurs. touring in automo- 
biles. 

A large-scale outbreak could 
result in serious losses of animal 
and plant products. 

The best defense we can make 
is intensification of peacetime 
disease control and the develop- 
ment of a more effective program- 
of protection along the liries al- 
ready being followed.

The Big Show Starts 
West Virginig’s contribution to the Republi- 
can National Convention, Temporary Chairman 
Walter Hallanan, will not pick up the gavel until 
next Monday but the G.O.P.’s big show in Chi- 
cago is already on. What happens between now 
and the formal pening may well determine the 
outcome of the. Eisenhower-Taft race. ' : 
Already the delegate disputes are being heard 
by the Republican National Committee. First to 
be taken up was that between Florida's rival 

G.O.P. delegations with 18 members apiece. 


Since both were considered pro-Taft, the de- 
cision to seat the Florida “regulars” does not 
carry as much significance as will the decisions 
on Texas and Louisiana. A total of 64 delegate 
seats are contested in this way. If these should 
all be settled in favor of Senator Taft and 
against Gen, Eisenhower, the Associated Press 
delegate tabulation would give Taft approxi- 
mately 550 votes and that would be getting close 
to the 604 required to nominate. 

They will not all be settled in Mr. Republi- 
can’s favor if the General's backers—Senators 
Lodge, Duff and Carlson, and ‘Gov. Dewey, 
among others—have any say at all. Not for 
nothing did Dwight Eisenhower go to his native 
Lone Star State and declare: “The rustlers stole 
the Texas birthright instead of Texas steers.” 

Not for nothing is his managerial vanguard 
on the job in Chicago, awaiting the General's 
arrival after a.newly-planned speechmaking trip 
through the Farm Belt en route, The stakes are 
high and the chips are down. | 


The Taft machine gave a sample of its power | 


with a ruling against threshing out the delegate 
controversies before radio and television audi- 
ences. Reporters were admitted but not TV cam- 
eras and microphones. Admittedly mechanical 
equipment in the committee room adds a dis- 
tracting element to the hearing. It may even 
inconvenience some members of the committee.

to accept reasonable compromise. The commu- 
nity has a right to ask such an attitude in a dis- 
pute affecting so directly so many aspects of its 
trade and industry.

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Second Hazard to’ Controls 


Congress has hung one millstone around the 
neck of price and wage stabilization in the form 
of a weak bill which, as President Truman 
pointed out in signing it, saps the nation’s de- 
fenses against inflation at many points. 


The question now is whether Congress will com- 
plete the wreckage job by withholding adequate 
appropriations for the stabilization agencies. 


President Truman’s warning is clear. He de- 
clares that the stabilization agencies will do 
their utmost to fight inflation despite the handi- 
caps placed upon them by the new law. But he 
adds: | 

If we are to have any chance of success, 
we must have adequate appropriations. If 
the Congress fails to provide sufficient 


funds, even the limited program of controls 
which this law authorizes will collapse. 


“Collapse” is a strong word, but we do not 
doubt that Mr. Truman has good reason for 
using it. His statement should be a warning to 
members 6f Congress that their votes on the 
appropriations for the stabilization agencies will 
be as closely watched as their votes on the De- 
fense Production Act itself.

a spectre at the feast, making itself felt at the very moment 
when the whole effort is to create an atmosphere of inevitable vic- 
tory not only here in Chicago but in November, too. 


At his first Chicago press con- 
ference Senator Taft had some 


unkind things to say about poll-. 


taker George Gallup. No one, 
said the senator, had been so 
completely discredited as an elec- 
tion forecaster. 

The Taft man- 
agers have come 
up with their 
own predictor. 
He is none other 
than Emil Hur- 
ja, who was at 
one time associ- 
ated with James > 
A. Farley when 
Farley was 
chairman of the 
Democratic Na- 
tional Commit- 
tee. 
On the basis of his own analy- 
sis, Hurja predicts sored Taft, as 
the Republican nominee, 
carry a minimum of 30 states

Three Forecasts. 


That, naturally, is welcome 
news to Senator Taft, and he 
used it as the basis of his own 
victory prediction on the “Meet 
the Press” television program.

The 
political forecasting business is 
fraught with hazards, and even a 
brief look at the record shows

But in other instances the mo- 
tivation is something quite dif- 
ferent. They are frustrated men 
who failed to be rewarded with 
the exalted position that they con- 
sidered their due in the light of 
their high regard for their own 
capacities. How much support 
these embittered individuals can 
win for Taft is quite another mat- 
ter. 

A great many voices have in 
these last few days joined the “he 
can’t win” chorus.

Walter J. Kohler 
of Wisconsin, who expressed 
doubt that Taft could carry that 
state. This is significant, since 
Taft’s midwestern director and 
floor manager is the Madison, 
Wis., industrialist, Thomas C.

BOK COLLECTOR, DES 


Traveled World Buying and 
Selling Rare Volumes of 
Literary Masterpieces. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 2 (UP) 
or. A. S. W. Rosenbach, one of 
the world’s foremost collectors of 
rare books, manuscripts and let- 
ters, died last night in University 
Hospital after a year’s illness. He 
was 75 years old. 

Rosenbach was an _ educator, 
editor and author in his own right 
in addition to dealing in the 
world’s greatest literary master- 
pieces. 

Last March he sold his private 
collection of Shakespeareana — 
the world’s largest—to Dr. Martin 
Bodmer of Geneva, Switzerland, 
in a transaction reported to in- 
volve more than $1,000,000. 

Until recently, -Rosenbach 
traveled throughout the world, 
attending sales as a bidder and 


of famous works. In 1924 he 
monopolized sales of rare books 
in London, engaging wide interest 
among the British public. 

The London Daily Mail termed 


his methods more “like those of 


/a stockbroker that a bookseller 


or buyer. When he bids he has 
the air of an umpire recording 
scores at a tennis tournament.” 
Among his noted purchases 
were: $151,000 for the Bay 
Psalm book; St. Gregory I's “Dia- 
logue,” one of two known copies; 


“Gulliver’s Travels,” and “Robin- 
son Crusoe,” 

He repurchased the original 
manuscript of “Alice in Wonder- 
land” for $50,000 in 1946 — a 
manuscript he paid $75,259 for 
18 years previous. 

He is survived by two brothers, 
Philip H. Rosenbach, and Moses 
P. Rosenbach, both of Phila- 
delphia.

We cannot do 
everything, not nearly everything, 
that theoretically and ideally it 
would be desirable to do. We do 
not have nearly enough power in 
the vast spaces of Eurasia and not 
nearly enough influence among 
the enormous masses of its peo- 
ple. We are unable to force a 
decision in the cold war. 


We are just able to maintain a 
balance of power. To do this we 
are rearming on a big seale and 
we have formed several systems 
of alliance—a European, a Pa- 
cific, and an _  inter-American. 
These alliances we have fastened 
together as a coalition by making 
this country the military and 
diplomatic headquarters of all the 
alliances of the coalition, and also 
the arsenal, the strategic reserve, 
the striking force, the banker, 
and the underwriter of the co- 
alition. 


The. coalition which we are 
leading and supporting confronts 
the vast and populous coalition 
of the Communist states of Eu- 
rasia. A balance of power exists 
in the sense that neither is able

The great questions of foreign 
policy among us are how best, 
with the

pull everyone into it. 


But there ought no longer to be 
any difference of view that the 
struggle we are engaged in is a 
struggle of coalitions, or any 
doubt that the sovereign prin- 
ciple of such a struggle is to unite 
your allies and to divide your 
enemies. 


It is fair to say, I think, that 


while there are virtually no pre- 
Pearl Harbor isolationists left, 
their successors are men who do 
not understand, or will not sub- 
mit to, the hard reality of life as 
it is today—namely that America 
is involved inseparably in a strug- 
gle—not of single states but of 
coalitions of states. 


Experience in Coalition. 
Gen. MacArthur, for example, 


is not an isolationist. But he is, 
so to speak, a unilateralist. He is 


determined to have this country . ‘ 


make all the decisions and he is 
prepared to take all the risks, not 
caring too much for and not 
counting very much on the other 
members of our alliances. 


It is here that Senator Taft is, 
I feel, most vulnerable. He has 
yet to prove he realizes that this 
struggle is a battle of alliances, 
arid that it cannot go well for us 
if we pursue a course which di- 
vides our friends and unites our 
enemies: It is here that Gen 
Eisenhower's claim is strongest. 
It is not that he has always been 
right, and it is not that he is now 
inspired and infallible. It is that 
in the high and difficult art of 
managing a coalition—on which 
our future depends—no living 
American has anything ‘ike his 
experience and his proved com- 
petence.

NEW YORK, July 2 — Harry 
Oransky, father-in-law of Harry 
Gross, the jailed bookie, was 
stabbed yesterday afternoon in 
the left temple while chasing a 
group of noisy young dice players 
away from his tavern.

Bull Shoals and Norfork dams 
will hold back millions of gallons 
of flood water—water that other- 
wise would go on a rampage down 
the river, tearing up good farm 
land, carrying away homes, filling 
towns with mud and trash. 

The electric generators at these 
dams will have a capacity of more 
than 230,000 kilowatts. These 
dams will have capacity enough 
to supply four cities the size of 
Little Rock, Ark., or seven cities 
the size of Springfield, Mo. 

Recreation Opportunities. | 

The reservoirs behind these 
dams are creating wonderful op- 
portunities for fishing, camping 
and recreation. I am told that 
more than'700,000 people visited 
Norfork lake last year. 

These are marvelous projects, 
indeed. They are examples of 
how men have learned to put the 
resources of natures to work for 
human good. But they are exam- 
ples of something else, too. They 
are examples of how people have 
to fight to overcome not only the 
forces of nature, but also the 
forces of reaction and selfishness. 

You people in Arkansas and 


‘ Missouri know how hard you had 


to fight to get these dams built. 
Bull Shoals and Norfork were op- 
posed, bitterly opposed. And 
why?

And right there the public in- 
terest ran head-on into private 
selfishness.

They fought against these dams 
for years.

—to prevent these dams from 
being started. 

You may ‘remember that the 
Arkansas Power and Light Co. 
built an expensive working model 
of a dam. This model was sup- 
posed to prove that you could not 
have flood control and power in 
the same project. The company 
carted that thing all over the 
state of Arkansas, trying to fool 
people. They didn’t fool anybody 
but themselves. 

I hope the gentlemen who built 
that model will come up here and 
look at Bull Shoals and Norfork 
in operation. They will see how 
foolish they were. 
dams are stopping floods and they 
are producing power—all at the 
same time, and in the same pro}- 
ects. It’s pretty hard to argue 
with a fact. 

But it isn’t enough simply to 
produce power at dams like these. 
That power is no good unless it 
gets to the people who need it, at 
a cost they can afford to pay. 
Power can make a tremendous 
difference in people’s lives, as 
many of you here know from 
your own experience. Electricity 
can replace the kerosene lamp, 
and the hand-operated pump. It 
can replace the hand-milking and 
the old-fashioned washboard.

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String Beans 
Are Excellent 
When Tender 


By Edith M. Barber 


HERE just isn’t any vegetable 

better than string beans when 

they’re young and tender. Per- 
haps it’s because fresh beans are 
in market so lon— and because 
today, the frozen s.ving beans can 
be depended upon, that we sel- 
dom express greateenthusiasm for 
them. , - 

Corn-on-the-cob and asparagds 
in its season are the vegetables 
that are usually given the paeans 
of praise, And yet, “snap beans” 
or wax beans are well liked by 
almost everyone. Not long ago, 
when I was down in Maryland, 
the great fields of green beans 
were ready for picking. As they 
mature, they are picked and 
packed into baskets for shipping 
by truck to market centers. 

On the highways, the trucks 
loaded high with the tapering 
baskets are on their way, matty 
of them on all night journeys and 
they will still be fresh when we 
purchase them the very next day. 
We enjoy them although nothing 
tastes as good as those we pluck 
from our own garden and cook 
within an hour or even a few 
minutes. 

Most of us like beans cooked 
in a small amount of water for 
just a short time, and then dressed 
with butter or cream. There are 
those who like them more 
thoroughly cooked and who feel 
that beans demand a piece of fat 
pork or a few strips of bacon. 
Their taste should, of course, be 
considered. Two pots may be 
cooking at the same time or 
perhaps, we can satisfy those who 
like the highly seasoned beans by 
dressing part of the batch with 
bacon fat and, as an additional 
dividend, give them bits of 
crumbled bacon as a garnish. 

As a change during the plenti- 
ful bean season, we may like to 
use a hot or cold vinaigrette 
sauce, a tomato or a sweet-sour 
dressing or a cream or lemon- 
flavored egg sauce. Leftover 
beans are also a good addition to 
a mixed green salad. 

Sweet-Sour Snap Beans. 

Trim string beans and slice 
diagonally. Place in saucepan with 
one inch boiling salted water. Cut 
one strip of bacon into one-inch 
pieces and add to beans. Cover 
and cook five minutes. Uncover, 
and let water almost evaporate 
over heat. When beans are tender, 
add vinegar and sugar to taste. 
Or, cook beans without the bacon 
and dress with bacon drippings 
and crumbled cooked bacon, vin- 
egar and sugar. 

‘Fresh Tomato Sauce. 

Three to four ripe tomatoes. 
Two tablespbons minced celery. 
Two tablespoons minced cucumber 
or dill pickle. One tablespoon 
vinegar, salt, pepper, chili powder 
to taste. 

Peel tomatoes and beat pulp. 
Add vegetables and seasonings. 
Serve hot or cold with cooked 
string beans.

Talking to Baby 


By Angelo Patri 


HE baby needs association with people, and in the early 
T days of his life his mother is the closest one to him. It is 

she who talks to the baby and gives him his first impres- 
sions of people’s attitudes toward him, gives him his first les- 
sons in language. Her voice, the words she uses, are going 
to set a feeling of happiness and content in his mind as well 
as a standard of speech and manners. 

Babies are intelligent people on whom experiences are 
going to work, and these first language experiences, these first 
associations with a grown person, are setting very important 
standards in the child’s mind. These first impressions are 
going to stay with him for a lifetime and the better chosen 
they are the more helpful they will be. 


ALL PEOPLE ARE LONELY, and that includes babies. 
They welcome their mothers’ presence, their smiles, the sound 
of their voices and they soon respond to them. They are quick 
to feel any change in ‘the voice, the mental attitude of their 
mothers, and respond accordingly. It is good practice to calm 
the mind and sweeten the attitude before entering a baby’s 
presence. , 

A baby should be spoken to pleasantly, talked to cheer- 
fully and handled lovingly. The talk is important. The baby 
loves a lilting sound. Sing to him the nursery rhymes, teach 
him pat-a-cake and bye-bye, talk to him as to an understanding 
person. He is hearing what is said and registering it in his 
memory where, in good time, it is going to help him to talk 
well and to understand well what is being said to him. | 

For the greater part of a year the baby will not talk but, if 
during those months he hears good speech, in forms of 
nursery rhymes, songs, brief prayers of childhood, he will be 
more likely to try to talk sooner and do it better than if he has 
not had these experiences.

WE DO NOT TRY to teach the little ones to say these 
rif¥mes and songs and prayers. We keep saying them in his 
hearing. That will set a pattern for him and stimulate him to 
make the necessary effort to talk. Nature, aided slightly in 
this fashion, will take care of the rest. 

It is best to speak clearly and pronounce words correctly 
in the baby’s presence. Using baby talk will not help him to 
talk well. Nor is it wise to keep correcting or drilling a very 
young child in correct speech.. Saying the word correctly once, 
and letting it go at that, is quite enough. Constant repetition, 
the use of words again and again, will do all the drilling that 
is necessary as he prattles hour by hour. Just give him a good 
start. :

St. Louis Exponent of Good Cooking 


Mrs. Ben S. Lang Helped Revive Tradition of Fine Food in Homes, Has Written 3 Cook Books

T. LOUIS has always had a 
§ reputation, for good food. In 

the gas light era it was the 
restaurant food of Tony Faust, 
the Planters’ House and the 
Southern Hotel. But the ’30s 
brought to the fore several St. 
Louis women who revived the 
tradition of good food in the 
home. Mrs. Ben S. Lang was 
one of these. 


Gladys T. Lang was the name 
under which she wrote a column 
on food and menus which was 
followed by St. Louis house- 
wives. She did much of the spade- 
work for cookbooks by Irma S. 
Rombauer and Caroline Taylor 
that followed one of her own. 
Mrs. Lang had grown up in a 
family which recognized good 
food as a part of daily living. 
Marriage brought a large home to 
manage and many friends and 
relatives to invite to dinners and 
luncheons. 


From her French mother she 
had inherited the knack for know- 
ing what her guests would en- 
joy and how to combine dishes 
into menus that had originality. 
She was fortunate enough to find 
a cook who shared her interest in 
trying out and adapting recipes. 
This was in the days before me- 
chanically regulated ovens, when 
cooking was a chore and required 
infinite patience. Together they 
worked out party dishes and 
menus for luncheons and dinners. 


As happens so often, enthusias- 
tic friends thought it would be a 
good idea to gather these tested 
menus and recipes into a book. 
Financing the venture was an- 
other thing. Ben Lang was a good 
business man who conceded that 
his wife certainly knew about 
cooking and food, but he was a 
bit amused by her desire to ven- 
ture into the publishing field and 
good naturedly refused to back 
her. 

Her father took a different 
view. He lent her the money, and 
“Choice Menus for Luncheons 
and Dinners” was published in 
1930. Within three months the 
loan was repaid. It was the first 
of three cookbooks and, still a 
private venture, has gone into 
seven editions. 


“Choice Menus” was strictly 
party food, geared to rich and 
high-priced ingredients and not 
for daily consumption, It carried 
a foreword by the author and 
paid tribute to Addie Lorsbach, 
who did all the testing of the 
recipes. These were planned to 
serve eight persons generally and 
with few exceptions had been 
served in the Lang home. 


A second volume, “More 
Menus,” catering to simple reci- 
pes and tastes, party suggestions

many new ones that Mrs. Lang 
had gathered both at home and 
abroad. It soon had a number of 
imitators. 

While she is partial to Euro- 
pean cooking, Mrs. Lang thinks 
the much touted Austrian cook- 
ing is highly overrated, except for 
its goulashes and the delectable 
12-layer cake with rich chocolate 
icing known as dobos torte. She 
has very definite ideas on food 
and cooking. 

“You can’t be too careful in 
eooking,” she says. “You can’t 
make good things without good 
materiais.”’

ANY of her receipes came 
from restaurants which she 
visited while abroad. 

“I always embarrassed my chil- 
dren,” she acknowledged with a 
flicker of amusement, “because I 
asked for recipes when we ate 
something that I thought was 
especially good. The managers 


were always very obliging and been built up by her own and 


seemed glad to pass on their 
knowledge.” 

She ate snallIs In Paris, French 
fried mushrooms in Vienna, and 
zabaglione in Italy. One of her 
adventures in good eating oc- 
curred in Florence when she and 
her daughter chanced upon some 
shipboard acquaintances in one of 
the art galleries. They were in- 
vited to an ancestral palazzo 
where luncheon was served on 
heirloom silver and china, placed 
on Fourteenth Century linen.

Her quarrel with Americans is 
that they do not appreciate good 
cooking. She thinks they ruin 
their palates by smoking too 
much and have the idea that a 
dish is good because it contains 
dozens of ingredients. She laughs 
about a friendly rivalry that has 


Mrs. Irma Rombauer’s factions 
and admits that everyone borrows 
recipes and says that friendly 
competition stimulates the inter- 
est in good food. 

One of her hobbies is traveling. 
She likes native food when she 
can get it and recollects having 
eaten shark with tomato sauce in 
Yucatan. She enjoys reading cook 
books and finds them as interest- 
ing as novels. 

The hobby that has superseded 
all her other activities is a kind 
of bequest from her daughter, 
the late Marjorie Lang who 
founded the Volunteer Film As- 
sociation in St. Louis. The ram- 
bling Lang home at 5965 West 
Cabanne Place is the headquar- 
ters for this organization which 
brings moving pictures to shut- 
ins. The association is still grow- 
ing and has something like 300 
volunteer workers with about 100 
back-of-the-scenes helpers.

Royal Gorge. 

Make a rich pie crust, line pie 
plate and bake. When cool fill 
partly with whipped cream 
sweetened and flavored with 
rum. Cover cream generously 


. with red raspberries, and over 


this pour a large glass of slightly 
warmed currant jelly in which is 
whipped one-third cup of rum. 
Place in the refrig¢rator for two 
hours. 
Stuffed Lamb Chops. 

Take two rib chops to a person, 
make a pocket in center and fill 
with the following mixture: 

Chop six large mushrooms fine, 
add two tablespoons bread 
crumbs that have been moistened 
with cream, and one ounce of 
butter, one beaten egg yolk, a 
pinch of salt, pepper, one tea- 
spoon of chopped parsley and one 
clove of garlic. Stuff pockets of 
chops full of the mixture. Wipe 
chops well on both sides, salt 
and pepper, roll in beaten egg 
and cracker crumbs and fry to a 
golden brown on both sides in 
butter. Place in roasting pan, 
adding one-half cup water. Cover 
and let bake about one hour in 
a moderate oven. Serve on plat- 
ter surrounded with parsley and 
slices of oranges topped with a 
spiced fig and spiced grapefruit.

Cut two grapefruit each into 
four sections and carefully re- 
move sections without breaking 
the skins, With scissors cut skin 
in points.

Carefully wrap dough around fil- 
let. Rub with milk and place in a 
hot oven. When it begins to 
brown, reduce the heat and cook 
for three quarters of an hour to 
an hour. Serve with horseradish 
sauce. :

Eight tablespoons grated horse- 
radish, one teaspoon salt, four 
teaspoons prepared mustard, one 
teaspoon black pepper, six table- 
spoons cream. 

Mix well and serve hot but do 
not boil.

Culbertson is presenting, day 
by day, the essential features of 
his new Point-Count Method of 
Bidding, based on his new book 
of the same title. 


ORMALLY, 26 high-card points 

(based on an ace equaling 4 

points, a king 3, a queen 2, 
and a jack 1) in the combined 
hands of a partnership will pro- 
duce a better-than-even chance 
for game at no-trump; and often, 
25 points will be enough for a 
good play for nine tricks. 

Therefore: 

With 8 or 9 points, raise part- 
ner’s one no-trump opening to two 
no-trump. 

With 10 to 14 points, raise to 
three no-trump. 

For these raises, count 1 point 
(in addition to your high-card 
count) if you have a five-card 
suit headed by the king, or queen- 
10, or better. 

Any higher raise than to three 
no trump is of course a slam try. 
With 33 points in the combined 
hands, there should be a good 
play for six no-trump. With 37 
points, there should be a good 
play for a grand slam. Therefore: 

With 15 or 16 points, raise 
partner’s one no-trump opening to 
four. 

With 17 or 18 points, raise 
straight to six no-trump. 

With 19 or 20 points, first bid 
three-odd of your best suit, then 
jump to six no-trump. 

With 21 points, raise the one 
no-trump directly to seven no- 
trump.

HE vast majority of the 
T people in Western civiliza- 
tion are engaged in the task 
of getting.

THE HISTORY of the Jews 


reveals how much their tem-

In the best days of their his- 
tory, their tithes and offerings, 
their thank-offerings and their 
free will offerings, were on a 
scale of splendid munificence; 
nor did they lose thereby for 
they were constantly thanking 
God for their many blessings.

Where most people 
we meet are strangers there 
is a tendency to lock one’s self 
in his shell. 

One notices this particularly 
in driving an automobile. Men 
who are very gentle at home 
and kind to friends, become 
like raging beasts growling at 
the stupidity of every other 
driver once they get behind a 
wheel where anonymity pro- 
tects them. 

Giving is really a divinely 
appointed way of acknowledg- 
ing the mercies of God. We 
have indeed nothing to offer 
anyway that we have not re- 
ceived, and yet He is pleased 
to accept our offerings as to- 
kens of our gratitude. Egotism 
makes the self the center; al- 
truism and charity make the 
neighbor the center. Only on 
the principle of giving can the 
inequalities of the human race 
be adjusted, can the strong 
help the weak, and social peace 
reign among men. 

There is more happiness in 
rejoicing in the good of others, 
than in rejoicing in our own 
good. The receiver rejoices in 
his good; the giver in the joy 
of others and to such comes 
the peace nothing in the world 
can give.

The commit- 
tee did not refer to UNESCO 
openly but, of course, it is evi- 
dent what it had in mind be- 
cause of the campaign that has 
been made against UNESCO. 
Of all the specialized agencies 
of the United Nations this is 
one, through its facilities, that 
comes nearest to giving a 
chance to people to voice their 
opinions. In every member 
country there is set up a na- 
tional committee to deal with 
questions that touch the lives 
of the people and in which peo- 
pie are interested. 

* 


* * 

OF COURSE, a great many 
persons assumed the U.N., by 
its _mere existence, would 
achieve a peaceful world. Asa 
matter of fact, anyone who had 
followed the stormy years of 
the League of Nations and had 
followed the efforts made by 
those who discussed the found- 
ing of the U.N. knows very well 
that the U.N. is only machinery 
created to help governments de- 
velop an atmosphere in the 
world in which we may be able 
to keep the peace. In order to 


_do that peoples must get to 


know one another better. And 
I'm not. speaking of govern- 
ments or government commis- 
sions, but of the people them- 
selves. 
UNESCO is one of the most 
important agencies to help peo- 
ple achieve this knowledge. 
The accusations against 
UNESCO is that it is interna- 
tional in character, But the 
U.N, is international—60 na- 
tions have joined together under 
a charter, which all signed to 
create this international organi- 
zation. 


“. .2 
THIS PARTICULAR special- 
ized agency — UNESCO — cer- 
tainly makes mistakes, and 
many people in reviewing some 
of the prejects undertaken feel 


these undertakings were not as 
well carried out as they should 
be. One of the main accusa- 
tions against UNESCO is that it 
has introduced the idea of an 
international mind—one thinks 
not only of “my country” but of 

_ “my country in its relations to 
all other countries” of the 
world, and this is said to be 
frightening. 

Of course, the attack on 
UNESCO is an attack on the 
U.N, But if we want te work 
for peace we must support 
both U.N. and UNESCO. 

We also hear it said this or- 
ganization is tainted with com- 
munism and atheism. Yet, the 
Russians do not belong to it and 
the satellite nations that joined 
it before they were communized 
have mostly withdrawn or been 
inactive. 

The various countries repre- 
sented in UNESCO always have 
emphasized religious freedom 
and religion as an asset to in- 
ternational understanding. If 
we are to understand one an- 
other, as nations and as peo- 
ples, we must know something 
about all the cultures of the 
world. We must love our own 
country but we must respect 
the love other peoples have for 
their countries.

Ingredients: One small (one and 
a quarter pounds) eggplant, six 
strips bacon, one clove garlic 
(peeled and minced), one cup fine- 
ly diced onion, one eight-ounce 
can (one cup) tomato sauce, three- 
quarter cup hot water, one and 
a half teaspoons salt, one-eighth

Cov- 
er tightly and cook over low heat 
until eggplant is tender, about 25 
minutes. Crumble bacon and 
sprinkle over top.

HE art of rowing has been 
known for thousands of years. 
Ancient Egypt had rowboats, 
and some of these were of large 
size, being moved with the help of 
sails as well as oars. 


Many ancient barges and other 
vessels had more than a dozen 
oarsmen. Some had: from 60 to 
80 men handling the oars! On 
larger craft, the oars were in 
rows, or banks, one above the 
other. The oars in upper rows 
were longer than those below. 

There were hundreds of row- 
boats on the Thames river in Eng- 
land during the. reign of King 
Henry VIII. An old record says 
that more than 3200 men had li- 
censes as oarsmen while Henry 
was on the throne,

THE THAMES BECAME the 
scene of races between two fa- 
mous universities, Oxford and 
Cambridge. These started 123 
years ago, and have been held 
yearly since then, except during 
periods of warfare. 

The standard course of the Ox- 
ford-Cambridge race is four and 
one-fourth miles, and goes 
through the city of London, An 
uncle of mine used to own a home 
on the Thames, and he invited 
many of his friends to use the 
grounds to watch the boats go by.
